COMES NOW David Wayne Spence, Applicant in the above-styled 
cause, and files this Supplement to his Petition for Post- 
Conviction Writ of Habeas Corpus. Mr. Spence filed his original 
Petition in this Court on October 16, 1991. That Petition noted 
that Mr. Spence was unable to plead certain facts with 
specificity because the prosecution continues to conceal them; it 
further noted that constraints on counsel’s ability to 
investigate the case (including particularly insufficient time 
and funds) prevented the full presentation of Mr. Spence's claims 
for relief. Despite these facts, this Court quickly 
rubberstamped "findings and conclusions" prepared by the District 
Attorney's office, denying Mr. Spence a full and fair opportunity 
to support his allegations concerning the unconstitutionality of 
the proceedings that led to his conviction and sentence. 

Mr. Spence files this pleading to supplement his allegations 
of fact in support of his claims for relief from his capital 
murder conviction and death sentence, and to apprise this Court 
of additional claims for relief which have arisen through 


investigation. Like his Petition itself, this pleading cannot

Supplement to his Petition for Post-Conviction Writ of Habeas 
Corpus to bring newly discovered facts to this Court's attention, 
and to assert the additional legal bases for relief which other 
newly discovered facts support. Mr. Spence again urges that this 
Court stay his execution, order full discovery, and conduct an 
evidentiary hearing to permit the plenary development of his 
Claims for relief to which fairness and law entitle him.

MITIGATING EVIDENCE.

THE PROSECUTION CUT "DEALS" WITH MANY OF ITS WITNESSES 
IN RETURN FOR THEIR TESTIMONY AGAINST MR. SPENCE, AND 
THEN DENIED THE EXISTENCE OF ANY SUCH AGREEMENTS.? 
Prosecution jailhouse "snitch" witness Jesse H. Ivy 
testified in return for privileged treatment in jail, for 
leniency in a different case, for promises of placement in the 
Federal Witness Protection program, for favorable recommendations 
to the Board of Pardons and Paroles, and for a payment from 
District Attorney Vic Feazell of seven hundred dollars. While a 
prisoner at the McLennan County jail, Ivy enjoyed the privilege 
of keeping alcohol and marijuana in his cell. When guards 
challenged him, Deputy Truman Simons intervened to protect Ivy's 
privileges, instructing guards to leave Ivy alone. Ivy was also 
allowed to have contact visits with his wife in which they were 
permitted to engage in sexual relations. District Attorney Vic 


Feazell intervened in another case which Ivy had pending in Bexar

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County, and through Feazell's intervention Ivy did not have to 
serve additional time on that case.  Feazell disguised his seven 
hundred dollar payment to Ivy as payment for a ring that Ivy had 
crafted in a jewelry shop on the Eastham Unit of T.D.C.  Feazell 
wrote letters and made telephone calls to the Board of Pardons 
and Paroles to secure favorable consideration for Ivy's parole. 

Witness Kevin Mikel was permitted numerous favors in 
exchange for his help. Mikel received "free world" food, 
cigarettes, use of a telephone, and other unusual privileges. 
Like Ivy, Mikel was allowed numerous unsupervised visits with his 
wife in the D.A.'s office (including its library). Deputy Simons 
dutifully left Mikel and his wife alone for up to two hours on 
those occasions so that they could have sex, often on a black 
leather couch in one of the offices. 

Mikel also testified in exchange for promises of favorable 
treatment and future leniency. Simons told Mikel many times that 
he would help Mikel get "shock probation" in exchange for his 
testimony. After Mikel testified, he was released on parole, but 
was later re-arrested. When Mikel was arrested, he called in 
Simons' promise; he telephoned Simons and Simons agreed to help. 
Mikel was permitted to serve his new time concurrently with his 
parole violation. 

David Snelson also testified in return for privileges and 
promises of leniency. Snelson, like the other "snitches" in 
Simons’ stable, received "free world" food, cigarettes, unlimited 


use of a telephone, and was allowed to watch a color television. 
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Prosecutor Ned Butler promised to make telephone calls on 
Snelson's behalf, with respect to other cases against Snelson, in 
return for his testimony at Mr. Spence's trial. 

Other prisoners who cooperated with Simons, Feazell, and 
Butler were all treated similarly. They too received special 
phone privileges, unlimited cigarettes, "free world" food, and 
television at night. All of those who cooperated, including 
Charles Sypho, also received special contact visits with women. 

Randy Joe White, another prisoner courted by Simons, was 
originally the subject of crude threats and even physical blows 
from prosecutor Ned Butler, as he demanded that White join their 
crusade to convict David Spence. Butler also specifically 
threatened to endanger White by sending him back to T.D.C. and 
concurrently spreading the deadly rumor in T.D.C. that White had 
already decided to "snitch" in the case. Later, after White 
began to "cooperate" by feeding information back to Simons and 
Butler which he had received from other inmates (who, in turn, 
had received it from Simons and Butler), White received 
numerous -- at one point, almost daily -- furloughs outside the 
jail to visit his ailing father. In addition, Simons provided 
White opportunities to "fool around" with a female friend while 
Simons, ever vigilant, watched television or snoozed on a sofa. 
White also received unsupervised visits with his sister-in-law 
and her children in the D.A.'s office, and was allowed to keep 
the copious "free world" food she brought him. White was also 


allowed to possess and use alcohol and drugs while in the jail, 
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despite the fact that the jailers, including particularly Truman 
Simons, were aware of this infraction. On one occasion, White 
was selected by other inmates to demand that the group be 
returned to T.D.C., on the grounds that the food served in the 
McLennan County Jail was too bad to bear. No less than Sheriff 
Jack Harwell himself regretfully informed White that the jail 
could not prepare special meals for the "snitches," because no 
one could know that they had been getting such special treatment. 
The testimony of David Puryear, another jailhouse "snitch" 
witness against Spence, was elicited by promises of monetary 
payment and a promise to cut short his time in custody. 

The favorable treatment of "snitch" witnesses in Mr. 
Spence's case is corroborated by similar favorable treatment 
extended by Truman Simons to "snitch" witnesses in other cases. 
For example, in the investigation of the murder of Juanita White 
(David Spence's mother), Simons employed an inmate named Don 
Davis as an agent of the State to question Simons” chosen 
"suspect," Calvin Washington, about the murder. Later, again at 
Simons’ instigation, the pending charges against Davis were 
dismissed and Davis was allowed to go free despite the fact that 
he had been held in jail on a "blue warrant," or a parole 
violation warrant, in addition to the charges on which he had 
been arrested. The prisoner log notation that Davis had been 
held on such a warrant, however, had been whited out -- by Truman 
Simons. A significant number of other witnesses in that case 


uniformly attest that Simons offered "deals" to prospective 
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jailhouse witnesses in order to secure their cooperation, and 
that this was his usual practice in assembling a case. 


THE PROSECUTION FABRICATED EVIDENCE AND KNOWINGLY 
PRESENTED FALSE TESTIMONY. 


David Snelson's testimony at trial regarding a conversation 
he supposedly overheard in the Eastham Unit, in which Spence 
allegedly described his role in the Lake Waco murders to Jesse 
Ivy, was false. Mr. Spence never told Snelson any information 
about the Lake Waco Murders, and never told Snelson that he was 
involved in the crime in any way. Agents of the State knew that 
Snelson’s testimony was false. Snelson was asked on one occasion 
by Frank Amorella to help Amorella make up some information about 
the Lake Waco murders which Amorella could then feed to the 
authorities, because they had told Amorella he would get a break 
on his own case if he testified against David Spence.  Prosecutor 
Ned Butler later complained to Snelson that Amorella was too 
unreliable to use on the stand, because he couldn't keep the 
story straight. 

The testimony of Kevin Mikel likewise was false. Truman 
Simons had urged Mikel to provide information about David Spence, 
and to say that Spence had told Mikel that he was involved in the 
Lake Waco murders. Many times Simons fed Mikel specific pieces 
of factual information about the crime, and then later asked 
Mikel to relate the information back to him. Thus were "Mikel's" 


statements, chock-full of inculpatory details, manufactured by

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the State. For example, Simons told Mikel that a bra had been 
used to tie the feet of one of the victims and that strips of 
towel had been used to bind their hands. Simons further informed 
Mikel that Spence had told Jill Montgomery that he was going to 
kill her as he cut her chest and that Spence had stuck objects 
inside the girls. Simons also showed Mikel numerous photographs 
of the crime scene so that he could absorb further details. 

The State was also aware that the statement of Gilbert 
Melendez had been fabricated with the diligent assistance of 
Simons. On one occasion, Simons began an interrogation of 
Gilbert Melendez by telling him, "Gilbert, we're going to turn 
the recorder off now, and get our story straight, and then we'11 
turn the recorder back on." Even the other law enforcement 
officers in attendance were aghast at so blunt an admission of 
fabrication. The State was also aware that the "confessions" of 
Anthony Melendez were false. At least one prospective "snitch" 
witness, Randy White, was told by Simons and Ned Butler that 
Anthony Melendez would have to be "scared" into confessing, by 
making clear to Melendez that the prosecution was manufacturing 
sufficient evidence to convict him of capital murder if he chose 
to risk a trial to prove his innocence. In fact, of course, 
Anthony Melendez had made no such inculpatory statements. 

The testimony of David E. Puryear was false. David Spence 
never told Puryear any of the things he attributed to Spence; 
instead, the information came from other inmates (who got it from 


Simons and Butler), and from Simons and Butler themselves. In

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addition, Puryear's testimony concerning the decorated "bandana" 
which he claimed at trial that Spence had asked him to draw, was 
false. Spence never asked Puryear to draw the particular design 
on the bandana; instead, Puryear drew the design and then simply 
offered the bandana to the unsuspecting Spence as a gift. 

The testimony of Jesse H. Ivy was false. David Spence never 
told Ivy any of the inculpatory facts to which Ivy testified at 
trial. Ivy received from Truman Simons and Ned Butler the 
information from which he crafted his testimony. In addition, 
Ivy served as a conduit for information from Simons and Butler to 
the other "snitch" inmates, supplying them with details which 
they could then inset into their "own" statements. Truman Simons 
and Ned Butler thus knew both that Ivy's testimony was false, and 
that other inmates’ testimony was false. Butler also suggested 
to Ivy that teeth marks were "just like fingerprints," so that 
Ivy might specifically include that remark in his testimony. 

This pattern -- knowingly manufacturing and presenting false 
testimony -- like that of cutting "deals" with snitch witnesses 
in return for their testimony, is a recurring one in McLennan 
County, at least when Truman Simons and Vic Feazell have been 
involved. Evidence of other, identical acts by precisely the 
same parties during the investigation of the Juanita White murder 
confirms this surmise. Even a Waco police officer became 
convinced, based on the interviews at which she had been present, 
and conversations she had had with Simons! proposed jailhouse 


witnesses, that Simons’ "investigation" in that case included

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numerous promises to jailhouse inmates and the outright 
fabrication of evidence against the unlucky "suspects," Calvin 
Washington and Joe Sidney Williams. This officer, accompanied by 
the Police Department's legal advisor, met with assistant 
prosecutor Shabazz to warn him against using such testimony to 
convict Washington and Williams.  Shabazz replied that he was 
well aware that the testimony of some of the prosecution's 
proposed witnesses in that case was false. Shabazz expressed no 
concern that the witnesses’ testimony would be false, and 
asserted that the State would knowingly present this fabricated 
evidence in any event. 

This officer’s own subsequent investigation strongly 
indicated that Simons routinely supplied information to jail 
inmates in order to help them fabricate apparently authentic 
statements. The officer obtained statements from a significant 
number of the witnesses in that case, which uniformly attested 
that Simons had offered "deals" to prospective jailhouse snitches 
in order to secure their cooperation, and then created himself 
the statements which later formed the basis of their testimony in 
court. These facts strongly corroborate the pattern of pervasive 
misconduct evidenced by the actions of the prosecution in Mr. 
Spence’s case. 

The testimony of medical examiner Dr. M.F.G. Gilliland also 
contained a critical falsehood, which the prosecution knew to be 
false. Gilliland testified that the possibility that wounds on 


the victims’ bodies might have been inflicted by biting was first 
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suggested to her in January, 1984, by prosecutor Ned Butler. In 
fact, however, only a few days after Gilliland performed the 
autopsies on the deceased (that is, almost a year and a half 
earlier than she admitted at trial), a Waco police officer had 
queried her directly whether precisely the same wound later 
identified as a "bite mark" might have been inflicted by biting. 
Gilliland told this officer in no uncertain terms that the mark 
in question had "definitely not" been made by biting. 

THE ADMISSION OF THE TESTIMONY OF FORENSIC ODONTOLOGIST DR. 

HOMER CAMPBELL VIOLATED MR. SPENCE'S RIGHTS UNDER FEDERAL 

AND STATE LAW.‘ 

On February 14, 1982, the body of a white female was found 
near a highway outside Flagstaff, Arizona. Although the 
investigators trying to identify her had a possible match with a 
woman who had gone missing, they needed expert help. Lt. Judd of 
the Flagstaff Sheriff's Office had met Homer Campbell at a 
homicide training class, and contacted him to see whether an 
accurate identification could be made using X-Rays and dental 
charts, despite the absence of a "known" chart for comparison. 
Campbell obligingly examined the body, and confidently asserted 
that he had made a positive identification. The Sheriff's Office 
had no reason to disbelieve the renowned forensic odontologist, 
and so buried the woman as "Melody Cutlip." Melody Cutlip -- the 
real, live Melody Cutlip -- subsequently turned up tan and 
healthy in Florida. The McLennan County District Attorney's 


office knew about this gross blunder of Campbell’s, and failed to

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disclose it to the defense (and, of course, likewise concealed it 
from the jury on whose determination of Campbell's credibility 
Mr. Spence's fate largely hung). 


THE PROSECUTORS ENGAGED IN REPEATED AND CONTINUING 
MISCONDUCT IN VIOLATION OF MR. SPENCE'S RIGHTS. 


Mr. Spence re-alleges, with respect to this claim for 
relief, all the facts recited above, and incorporates them here 
by reference. In addition, the prosecution had no basis in fact 
for the scurrilous accusations it used to force potential defense 
witness Catherine Breiten off the witness stand. The accusations 
were false and the prosecutors knew it. 

ADDITIONAL CLAIMS 
IF DEFENSE COUNSEL WERE NOT PROHIBITED FROM 
INVESTIGATING, DEVELOPING, AND PRESENTING 
RELEVANT MITIGATING EVIDENCE IN SUPPORT OF A 
LIFE SENTENCE AS ALLEGED IN MR. SPENCE'S 
PETITION OF OCTOBER 16, 1991, THEN, 
ALTERNATIVELY, DEFENSE COUNSEL RENDERED 
INEFFECTIVE ASSISTANCE TO MR. SPENCE BY 
FAILING TO PRESENT SUCH EVIDENCE. 

As alleged in his Petition of October 16, 1991, and 
reasserted here by reference, defense counsel for Mr. Spence were 
constrained from investigating, developing, and presenting 
relevant mitigating evidence in support of a life sentence by a 
reasonable interpretation of the Texas sentencing statute.® If, 
however, this Court concludes that the Texas sentencing statute 


did not constrain counsel from presenting such evidence, then Mr. 


Spence alleges, in the alternative, that counsel rendered

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ineffective assistance by failing to present the substantial 
mitigating evidence available on Mr. Spence's behalf, as there 
was no reasonable strategic or other acceptable reason to fail to 
do so. Strickland v. Washington, 466 U.S. 668 (1984). 

A competent presentation of Mr. Spence's social history 
would have revealed to the jury the mitigating evidence discussed 
in Mr. Spence's original Petition. Such evidence would have 
included facts about Mr. Spence's mental and emotional state, his 
difficult childhood, his drug abuse and severe alcoholism, his 
turbulent marriage and romantic relationships, and other 
mitigating facts that were not presented to the jury which 
sentenced Mr. Spence to death. 

The failure of Mr. Spence's trial attorneys to present 
this mitigating evidence, if not forced upon them by the Texas 
statute, deprived him of the right to effective assistance of 
counsel. Counsel’s failure to present such evidence in that 
situation would fall outside the wide range of professionally 
competent representation. Further, because there is a reasonable 
probability that, had the evidence been presented under a 
constitutional sentencing statute, Mr. Spence would not have been 
sentenced to death, he was denied effective assistance of counsel 
in violation of his rights under the Sixth Amendment of the 


United States Constitution. Strickland v. Washington, 466 U.S. 


668 (1984). Also, and more particularly, Mr. Spence was denied 
his rights to effective assistance of counsel as protected by 


Article I, Section 10 of the Texas Constitution. Ex Parte 
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Walker, 777 S.W.2d 427 (1989) (Texas punishment phase standard is 
not Strickland, but the totality of the representation test 
'annunciated in Ex Parte Cruz, 739 S.W.2d 53 (Tex. Crim. App. 
1987); and Ex Parte Duffy, 607 S.W.2d 507 (Tex. Crim. App. 
1980)). Because of this denial, Mr. Spence's conviction and 
sentence must be reversed. 

CONCLUSION 


and 
PRAYER FOR RELIEF 


Wherefore Applicant, David Wayne Spence, hereby respectfully 


prays that this Honorable Court 
1. Stay his execution, presently scheduled for December 


19, 1991, pending a full and fair disposition of this 


Petition; 
2. Vacate his unlawfully obtained conviction; 
3. Vacate his unlawfully obtained sentence of death; 
4. Issue a Writ of Habeas Corpus ordering that Mr. Spence 


be relieved from the illegal restraint of his liberty, 
such restraint being founded upon an unlawful and 
unconstitutional conviction and sentence; 

5. Grant Mr. Spence a full and fair evidentiary hearing on 
all claims raised herein and on all affirmative 
defenses alleged by the prosecution in its response; 

6. Grant Mr. Spence full discovery pending said 
evidentiary hearing, such discovery to include but not 
be limited to the contents of the District Attorney's 
files in this case and the right to take depositions 
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and to subpoena witnesses and documents necessary to 
the resolution of the claims raised herein; 

Allow Mr. Spence a constitutionally sufficient period 
of time within which to file such further amendments to 
this Petition as might be necessary to bring all proper 
matters before this Court and avoid unnecessary 
piecemeal litigation of his challenges to the legality 
of his conviction and sentence; 

Appoint undersigned counsel to represent Mr. Spence and 
grant counsel appropriate compensation for out-of- 
pocket expenses, including the expense of hiring such 
expert witnesses as will be necessary to the full and 
fair development and presentation of Mr. Spence's 
claims; 


Grant such other relief as law and justice require.

SUMMARY: 


DAVID SPENCE came to the attention of Detective Ramon Salinas when he was arrested on 
9-09-82, for Case#82-09-33876, which was an aggravated sexual abuse. SPENCE allegedly 
stabbed a young male, while another committed sexual abuse.

I was born on January 30, 1964. I am 5'10", I weigh 131 lbs. and 


I have brown hair and brown eyes. The following statement is about my 


relationship with DAVID SPENCE. Some of the dates used in the statement 


were given to me by Det. Salinas and Sgt. Baier as I was unable to 


remember the exact dates, i.e. dates of employment. Those dates given 


to me by them will be identified and all other times and dates are ones 


that I remember. 


I met DAVID WAYNE SPENCE on October 16, 1981 in a house behind the 


Taco Torch located at 1300 W. Waco Drive. I was employed at Taco Torch 


at the time and did work for Taco Torch from September 1979 to about 


February 1982. My boss at Taco Torch was Tim Crayon. He was living in 


the house behind Taco Torch and I was going to rent an upstairs apartment 


from him. 


After meeting DAVID SPENCE on October 16, 1981, DAVID SPENCE asked 


me to come to his house on October 17, 1981 along with some other friends 


and we would fix something to eat. I did go with him to 1901 N. 15th 


Street (where DAVID was living). The people that were there that night 


were MARK TAYLOR, GILBERT MELENDEZ, TONY MELENDEZ, JODY and MIKE RICO and 


TIM CRAYON. I spent the night there sleeping on the couch. DAVID took me 


to work the next day.

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Оп October 18, 1981, DAVID asked me to move іп with him at 1901 North 


l5th Street and I accepted. DAVID was working for a construction company 


then, but I cannot remember the name. He was driving a green pickup truck. 


I cannot remember the make or model. The construction company was located 
somewhere on Trice or Maple and on North 17th or North 18th Street. DAVID 
Worked there for about three (3) weeks to a month after I moved in with him. 
DAVID said he got fired because he threw a hatchet across a room aad the 


owner thought he threw it at him. The pickup stopped running at about the 


time he got fired and just before he got mad one night and took an ax to it. 

As I could relate from memory, DAVID next went to work for Bentwood 
Farms, Inc. located in Bosqueville and then for Island Plastics at 624 Texas 
Central Parkway, but from Det. Salinas and Sgt. Baier the employment records 
` showed he worked first for Island Plastics and then Bentwood Farms. 

DAVID went to work on November 25, 1981 and worked to December 17, 1981 
for Island Plastics (dates found by Det. Salinas & Baier). He got the job 
by just putting in an application. I do not think that DAVID had a car then 
and only got to work by hitching rides. I do remember he worked the midnigh 
shift. We were still.living together at 1901 N. 15th Street. 


DAVID then went to work for Bentwood Farms, Inc. He got the job 


because of a girl that I know only as Jeanine who I think was a foreman at

Bentwood Farms. DAVID got fired from that job also and I think the reason w 


he was having an affair with Jeanine and he kept leaving his job and going 


to see her. This job only lasted from December 18, 1981 to December 31, 198 


i (CONT.)

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(exact dates found by Baier & Salinas). I do remember that he only worked 


there a short time and that it was around Christmas of 1981, because just 


before Christmas, I left him and moved in with my sister, SHARON COOK, who 
lives in Bellmead and home phone number 799-7244. The reason I left DAVID 
was because of his drinking and I found out about him seeing Jeanine. DAVID 
was driving a Toyota Corolla at the time he worked for Bentwood Farms. 


I moved in with him again about mid-January 1982 at 1901 N. 15th Street 


DAVID was not working at the time. I went to work at Home Craftsman located 


at 1109 Washington sometime in February or March of 1982 and only worked 
there about two (2) to four (4) weeks. 

DAVID did not go back to a steady job until he went to work for the 
YMCA in May. He did work from time to time with a Ronnie Thorn Construction 


Company, but that was only so he could get a couple of dollars, it was 


nothing permanent. 


The records at the YMCA show that DAVID started work at the Woodway 
Branch on May 8, 1982 and worked there until July 8, 1982. He then worked 
at the Downtown Branch from July 8, 1982 to July 16, 1982. I got those 


dates from Det. Salinas and Sgt. Baier. I do remember that he would miss 


days and nothing would be said about it. He got the job through his 
brother STEVE SPENCE. 


During the time that DAVID worked for the YMCA, I moved into what I 


call the "Little Apartment". It is located off of l5th Street and Lyle 
(CONT.) 
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Avenue behind Burkes Aluminum. I lived there one (1) night and two (2) 


days before DAVID moved in with me. I don't remember the exact reason 


for me moving from 1901 North 15th Street to the "Little Apartment", but 


DAVID and I were always fighting. A week seldom went by that we would not 


argue. There were many times that DAVID would beat me. 
After the job that I had at Home Craftsman, I went to work for Kim's 
Restuarant on West Waco Drive. That was in March of 1982 to May of 1982. 


After Kim's, I went to work at the Rainbow Drive Inn located across 


from the Methodist Home. When I first went to work I normally went to work 


at 7:00 a.m. and got off about 12:00 noon, unless they needed me longer then 
— N  — Sy neecee me Longer then 


I did not get off work until 2:00 p.m. It was at the end of July 1982 


(before I left Waco) that I would work a double shift. It usually ran from 


7:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. and then I would come back at 6:00 p.m. and work 


until 11:00 p.m. when we would close the store. The owners of the store 
were MUNEER MOHAMMAD DEEB ("Lucky") and KAREM QUASIM. 
When I went to work at the Rainbow Drive Inn, DAVID was driving a 1969 


or 1970 gold Chevrolet Malibu. I believe he got the car from his mother. 
I was living at 1901 North 15th Street with DAVID in late May 1982 when 


I went to work for the Rainbow Drive Inn. I do not remember exactly when 
DAVID moved in with me at the "Little Apartment" but we only stayed there 
a short time when "Lucky" said we could move into an apartment at the 
Northwood Apartment Complex located across from McLennan Community College.

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The apartment number was 144. "Lucky" had rented the apartment for a 


runaway from the Methodist Home. Her name was GAYLE. She only lived there 


a short time and then returned to the Methodist Home. I had agreed that 


he ("Lucky") could take what was due for rent out of my check. I believe 
we moved into the apartment around the middle of July. 


DAVID and I were always fighting. I used to complain to him about his 


drinking and staying gone, for days sometimes, without telling me where 


he was. After about a week or two at Northwood, I moved in with D.J. 


LEVERICH, his wife CATHERINE and two children. DAVID stayed in the 


apartment with several friends. I only went back to the apartment once 


after moving in with the LEVERICH's. 


I met the LEVERICH's while working at the Rainbow Drive Inn. They 
would come into the store as they lived just across the street. D.J. would 
—— — s Ve Just across the street. 0.7. would 

work on DAVID's Malibu as well as "Lucky's" yellow foreign sports car. 


On August 7, 1982, I left Waco and moved in with my sister LENA CARNEY. 


I had just got all upset the way DAVID was using me and I had to get out 
of town. 


I was asked about the relationship that developed between "Lucky" 


and DAVID. DAVID met "Lucky" when I went to work there. They appeared to 


like each other when they were together, but apart they would talk bad about 
— c сеу were together, but apart they would talk bad about 


each other. I remember one time, I believe it was the 4th of July 1982 that 


"Lucky" asked DAVID wreck his yellow car for him so he could collect 
(CONT.) 
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Insurance for it. I also remember one time, but I do not remember the date, 


"Lucky" asked DAVID if he would kill someone for $5,000.00. DAVID said 


sure, but I told them both that he would not. They both laughed and said 


they were just joking.

I was asked if either DAVID or "Lucky" had ever said anything about 


the murders at the Lake. I did know that "Lucky" did not like KENNETH. 


can remember him being mad one night when he found KENNETH with GAYLE in 


the apartment he had rented for her. The only thing I can remember that 


"Lucky" said was that a day or two after the murders he told me, "Kenneth 
Gayle's boyfriend, got killed and I'm glad." 


DAVID never said anything about the murders except when I asked him 


one day where he was the night of the murders, and he told me he did not 
know.

I was asked about a specific day in which DAVID and some friends picked 


up some beer from the store one morning at 7:00 a.m., the only time I can 


remember is that a friend of DAVID's,CLIFFORD OLIVER and two people from 


Ft. Worth came by in a pickup and put the beer tab on the back of my time 


card. As I remember, the two people from Ft. Worth were brother and sister. 


They had come into the store the day before and I am thinking the boy was 


in the penitentiary with DAVID. I do not remember how I got home the night 


before DAVID and his friends picked up the beer 
until 11:00 p.m. 


, but I am sure I worked 


as I always worked a double shift so I could pay "Lucky" 


for the apartment. (CONT.) 
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I was asked about the schedule that I had during the middle of July 
1982. I worked just about every day but Sunday. I would normally go to 
work at 7:00 a.m. DAVID would usually take me. I would get off about 
2:00 p.m. and return at 6:00 p.m. then work until closing. Sometimes 
DAVID would pick me up after work and we would go home, and sometimes 


'Lucky" would take me home because DAVID would not show up. I do not 
remember any day in particular nor do I remember July 13, or July 14, 1982.

obby Brem did tell us that he had partied quite frequently with Kenneth Franks. He said that 
hay'had drank beer as well as smoked marihuana together along with other other friends. Bobby 
rem and Kenneth Franks along with other friends went to what is called the Circle at Koehne 
ark as well as the parking lot of Jack's Stereo on N. Valley Mills Drive. These two places, 
aek's Stereo on H. Valley Mills and the Circle at Koehne Park was where Bobby Brem and his 
riends went to party or just to meet. Bobby Brem said that he and friends went to the Circle 
t Koehne Park and Jack's Stereo almost every night during the summer and on weekends during 
ha school year. Sgt. Simons and I did question Bobby Brem ín reference to his whereabouts on 
-13-82. Bobby Brem said that on 7-4-82 that he and Kenneth Franks went out on Lake Waco on 
iobby Brem's parents boat. Bobby Brem's parents did not give him permission too and found out 
‘bout the incident and grounded Bobby for a month. On 7-13-82 Bobby received a call at about 
':30 PM from Kenneth Franks. Kenneth Franks asked Bobby to come by his house at 2804 Savannah | 


'ourt and pick him up so that they could meet two girls in Koehne Park. Bobby Brem told Kennet 
'ranks that he could not go. 


ie asked Bobby if he knew anything of the murders that occurred on or about 7-13-82 and if Jill 
fontgomery and Kenneth Franks had any enemies that he knew of. Bobby Brem knew of no one that 
iid not like Jill Montgomery. He did say that Kenneth Franks and the person who was tha co- 
owner of Rainbow Drive Inn were mad at each other. He said that ha had been with Ken Franks 
particularly a time on N. 19th & Parklake (Seven Eleven Store), he and Kenneth Franks and 
"аску" (Muneer Deeb, co-owner of the store at 1433 Herring). Bobby Brem said that he díd know 
funeer Deeb because he had gone into the store at 1433 Herring and did know him as Muneer Deeb 
+s well as Lucky. Bobby Brem did say that Ken Franks had at various times talked with Deeb and 


he and Kenneth Franks had made fun of Deeb because of his physical problems and also would flip 
fim the bird. 


BOBBY knew that KEN FRANKS hated DEEB but had never been within the presence of the two when 


they exchanged their feelings. Tha hostilities &ccording to BOBBY BREM were mainly directed 
from BOBBY BREM, KENNETH FRANKS and assocíates toward DEEB.
